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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to papers filed on February 26, 2007. 
Claims 21-37 are pending. 
Claims 21 -37 are rejected. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed February 26, 2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. As to applicants arguments that the prior art of record fails to teach "Determing a mode 
of travel that should be employed". The examiner notes that it is common sense when 
embarking on travel to determine a mode of travel. The determination is one of cost 
effectiveness, it would not make sense of an attendee in Washington DC going to a conference in 
Los Angelos to drive cross country 2-3 days because it is cheaper than flying. The cost of the 
attendee being away from the office combined with rental car would make driving the sensible 
mode of travel. Furthermore the claimed limitation states calculating costs "Associated" with 
travel based on distance. The examiner notes that a flight from DC to LA will be determined 
based on the distance traveled. The DC to LA flight will be a different cost than a DC to 
Chicago flight based on the distance Therefore, the cost "Associated" with distance traveled is 
cited over the prior art. The applicant argues the example (Pg. 4 If 2 of response dated 
02/26/2007, "or an attendee could be given an extra night's lodging based on distance to be 
traveled". This limitation is not claim in the current set of claims. This cost associated is not 
limited to or interpreted to be additional lodging, what parameters require an additional nights 
lodging. Is the additional nights lodging at the conference rate? The applicant further argues

that the prior art fails to teach "identifying the attendees by name or originating location". 
Applicant argues this aspect of Eventsouroe however, the applicant should note the references 
are in combination, Megas teaches identifying the attendees points of origin(ie originating 
location). 

3. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re 
Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

4. As to applicants arguments regarding the rejections under 35 USC 1 12 1 st , the applicants 
arguments are persuasive and have been withdrawn.
